New Orleans riots, the ugly fact stands forth in 
gloomy relief that Southern whites and negroes 
sympathizing with the Northern Radical party 
were deliberately murdered by Southern despera¬ 
does and municipal officers who had been notori¬ 
ously active as Southern rebels in the late re¬ 
bellion. 

Such ghastly scenes of disorder are, we are satis¬ 
fied, as. revolting to the masses of the Southern 
people as to the people of the North ; but in the 
stubborn feet that such scenes are enacted in 
Southern cities with the connivance of the local 
authorities, and that the guilty parties escape with¬ 
out punishment, the Northern mind is naturally 
drawn to the conclusion that President Johnson's 
magnanimity is thrown away and that the intracta¬ 
ble spirit of the rebellion still prevails throughout 
the South. 

Whatever may iisiVe been tbe real causes, how¬ 
ever, operating to bring about the extraordinary 
results of this Maine election, it is too decisive 
against the Democracy and Conservatives to be 
limited to Maine. We apprehend that, as in ail 
our political contests of the past of a national char¬ 
acter, the result in Maine indicates the general 
drift of the elections coming after it throughout 
the Northern States. The prospect now of a Con¬ 
servative majority in the next Congress is very 
doubtful; tbe prospect of another Radical Congress 
is better than it has appeared at any time since 
December last. In short, this Maine election of 
1866 will probably mark another new chapter in 
our political history and perhaps another reorgani¬ 
zation of parties and another reconstruction of 
party-platforms for the Presidential election, be¬ 
ginning with the close of the coming elections of 
October and November. 


Notwithstanding his strenuous endeavor to put t 
pleasant face on the subject, he makes admissions 
like the following: 

“ The people of the South may be divided into 
two classes. There is the industrial class, laboring 
earnestly to build up what has been broken down, 
striving to restore prosperity to the country, and 
interested mainly in the great question of provid¬ 
ing food and clothing for themselves and families. 
Then there is another class ; an utterly irresponsi¬ 
ble class, composed mainly of young men who were 
the ‘ bucks ’ of Southern society before the war, 
and chiefly spent their time lounging round the 
court-rooms and bars, in chicken-fighting and gam¬ 
bling. These have been greatly broken up by the 
war ; many of them have been killed, hut those I 
who remain are stall disturbing elements 
community, and are doing much mischief, 
this class of men and a number of the poorer 
whites who have formed gangs for horse-stealing. 

It is they who, in some instances, have made at¬ 
tacks on officers of the Freedmen’s Bureau, and 
have ill treated the freedmen. It is they who 
afford the main pretext for saying that there is 
among the people of the South a feeling of hostility 
toward the United States government.” 

It is to he supposed that by the ‘ * industrial class 
referred to, Gen. Granger means to designate 
mainly the freedmen, who are “ interested mainly 
in the great question of providing food and cloth- 
thing for theihselves and families.” The General 
evidently thinks it needless to remark that'the 
“ young bucks ” he mentions subsequently are not 
tainted with “African blood.” 

THE PROGRESS OF RECONSTRUCTION. 

VIRGINIA. 

Gen. Howard has received from Richmond, Ya., 
the facts of a case that involves the very important 
issue, whether the sentence of a military commis¬ 
sion, properly organized, and its verdict officially 
approved, shall be set aside by the civil authority. 
On January 19, 1866, Robert Brittingham was ar¬ 
rested at Fortress Monroe for the murder of a ne¬ 
gro. He was tried and found guilty by a military 
commission organized by order of Gen. Miles, and 
.tbe sentence was approved andpromulgatedby the 
Secretary of War. On the 18th of March the pri¬ 
soner was remanded to the Virginia State Prison at 
Richmond, and last week, on a writ of habeas cor¬ 
pus, was taken before Judge Lyons, of Hustings 
Court of that city, and by him delivered over to 
Mayor Mayo for trial before his court on a criminal 
offence, the decision given for this action was 
that since the restoration of civil law the enforcing 
of military law against citizens was rendered null 
and void. ‘ Brittingham was admitted to $500 bail 
by the Mayor, to appear for trial November 1st. 
Gen. Schofield applies for instruction as to whether 
he shall rearrest the culprit or not. The whole 
case has been referred to Secretary Stanton. ; 

GEORGIA. 

An Atlanta dispatch of the Ilth nit. describes 
the murder of a negro which took place there the 
previous night. It seems that he was first knocked 
down and tied to Stakes driven in the ground, and 
then nitric acid was poured on his face and breast, 
his mouth also being filled with the fiery stuff. 
The flesh from all parts of his body, where the 
acid came in contact, was eaten away, leaving the 
bones bare. His death had evidently been slow 
and lingering, and the knee-pan of the left leg had 
been dislocated, apparently from desperate writh- 
ings to free himself. The military have undertaken 
to ferret out the perpetrators of the crime. The 
body was placed temporarily in a vault. 

—About a year and a half ago Mr. George T. 
Ruby left the city of Portland, Me., to teach in the 
colored schools of New Orleans. He was a good 
scholar, and had been educated in the High School 
of Portland, and his manners and appearance were 
those of a well-bred gentleman. For more than a 
year after arriving at New Orleans he was engaged 
in teaching, and at one time he was principal of a 
school containing more than four hundred pupils, 
with colored teachers under him. In the month of 
March last he was employed by Gen. Baird to travel, 
in the country parishes and interest himself among 
the freedmen, and persuade them to open schools 
and employ teachers. In June he went up to 
Jackson, La., to open a school. Although there 
were a large number of vacant buildings there, not 
one could he rented, and a few days after threats 
began to be made against his life. With Lieut. 
Degray, the agent of the Freedmen’s Rurea for that 
Parish, he went tc see Mr. Hughes, the Mayor of 
Jackson, and explained to him that he was an 
agent of the government, and if he was molested, 
the parties troubling him should be punished. On 
the second day of July he opened a small school in 
the house of a freeman where he boarded. About 
1 o’clock that night a party of fifty ruffian* sur¬ 
rounded the house, captured him and carried him 
about a mile and a half out of town and there heat 
Irim over the head, shoulders and anus and legs 
till he could hardly walk. Through the kindness 
of a Federal officer his wounds were dressed and he 
escaped to New Orleans. 

A few days aftar^Lieut, Degray, with a squad of 
men, arrested nineof-. the parties who were con¬ 
cerned in the assault on Mr. Ruby, and being 
brought before Judge Shannon, the United States 
Commissioner at New Orleans, the statements of 
Mr. Ruby and other parties were heard and the 
rioters were sent to jail in default of §20,000 bonds 
each. In remarking to some objections which the 
opposing counsel had made about the Constitution 
and the laws, Judge Shannon stated that ‘ 1 until 
the courts of the United States have declared that 
there is peace over the whole country, notwith¬ 
standing the President's proclamation, I still declare 
that peace is not established, and the habeas corpus is 
still suspended in this department.

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EL BLAIR—the EVENING POST—NEGRO SUFFRAGE. 

N. Y. Evening Poet. 

Sept 4.—Mi-. Montgomery Blair is speaking 
through New England, and seems to be under the 
impression that he is supporting President John¬ 
son. Whatever he may intend, however, if we may 
judge from the reports of his Boston speech, he is 
' : reality disgusting all sensible and liberty-loving 

on. 

He abuses without stint one of the President’s 
most important and highest advisers, Secretary 
Stanton. Now, it is settled that the President is 
responsible for his Cabinet, and when Mr. Blair 
speaks against Mr. Stanton, he speaks against Mr. 
Johnson, who chooses that Mr. Stanton shall fill 
one of the most important places under the govern¬ 
ment. 

Again, Mr. Blau- declares, with great vehemence, 
that if the blacks are suffered to vote, there will be 
a war of races. Mr. Blair attempts to make the 
colored people odious by asserting that they helped 
the rebels and were not faithful to the Union ; and 
he winds up with the assertion : “Universal suffrage 
will create a war of races; ” and insinuates that 
those who favor general suffrage, are guilty of an 
attempt to foment a new and -cruel war. But the 
President has repeatedly and most positively de¬ 
clared his desire that a large part of the colored 
men should vote, as witness his dispatch to Gov. 
Sharkey, of Mississippi. 

But we think of greater importance Mr. Blair’s 
assertions about the suffrage. He is opposed to 
colored suffrage. He asserts, emphatically, “uni¬ 
versal suffrage will bring on a war of races ; ” and 
he condescends to use some very stale claptrap 
about placing negroes over whites, to enforce his 
remarks. Now we take occasion to say that,we 
disagree entirely with Mr. Blair on this subject. 

The question‘of extending the suffrage was not 
brought into the present canvass by either party ; 
so that it is not generally discussed. But let no 
one suppose it is therefore forgotton or abandoned. 
We shall not cease to urge it, at any rate. We 
could not persuade the last Congress to declare 
impartial suffrage in the District of Columbia, 
where it had a right to do so; but we hope its first 
act, on reassembling, will be this one. And if it 
shall then be found that the President is of Mr. 
Blair’s mind, and vetoes an impartial or universal 
suffrage bill for the District of Columbia, we shall 
demand of Congress to pass it over his veto, as we 
demanded that it should pass the Civil Eights bill 
over his veto. We hope this question will hereaf¬ 
ter be discussed in all the States, in Connecticut, 
New York, Hlinois and Indiana, os well as in the 
Southern States ; and we shall give an earnest sup¬ 
port everywhere to the movement. 

This great reform must be carried by argument, 
by appeals to the justice, the common sense, and 
the interest of parties and individuals. It will be 
carried ; and we are in the more haste to see all the 
States represented in Congress, because then the 
time for argument and discussion will have come 
everywhere. 

The Post has all the appearance of being sincere 
in its desire for justice ; but unfortunately that fact 
does not in the least render the means it proposes 
to that end lationaL The Post forgets how that 
other “great reform,” over which it so lohdly 
a year ago, was “earned.” 


But we have a word to say specially to the old 
rebels of the South—a word of caution and warning 
that may do them good if they will heed it. Should 
President Johnson’s humane policy to restore the 
South be defeated by the Radicals, these men may. 
blame themselves for it in a great measure. At 
New Orleans and Memphis they behaved in a man¬ 
ner to provoke hitter feeling in the North, and the 
vindictive spirit of a portion of the Southern press 
arouses indignant opposition here. We hi 
warned them from time to time of the eonseqnenees, 
and we tell them now that unless they pursue a 
different course, the sentiment of the North will be 
aroused against them. The passions of the war are 
not yet cooled down, and they ought to remember 
that they are a conquered people and at the mercy 
of their conquerors. Resistance to the authority 
of the government or even to the will of the people 
of the North would be madness and utterly ruin¬ 
ous, as they must know. They could gain nothing 
by that, and might lose all. Radical emissaries 
and enemies will provoke them to violent acts if 
possible, as was the case at New Orleans ; bat that 
cannot excuse their own had conduct. Their bru¬ 
tality at New Orleans is having a serious effect at 
the North. The ODly part left for them to play in 
these times is to submit and wait patiently. They 
have no voice in the question of reconstruction ■ 
that is left to the North.

A NEW COMMANDER FOR THE NEW REBELLION.

Sept. 13.—We commend Gen. Grant’s steady 
adheranee to the President to the notice of the 
blood-thirsty radicals who are breathing out threat- 
enings and slaughter, and talking glibly of a new 
civil war. If they are determined to provoke a 
bloody contest, they may as well weigh some of the 
obstacles. The greatest generals of the country 
will not befound fighting on their side. President 
Johnson will remain the Oommander-in-Chief of 
the army and navy. He is made so by the Consti¬ 
tution, and no law of Congress can divest him of 
the office. Every ship and gunboat would be 
placed under the command of officers of known 
fidelity to the President. Every fort, arsenal, and 
armory would, in like manner, be. committed to 
faithful men. Every army officer who faltered, 
could he relieved from dnty ; every one who was 
unfaithful, could be court-martialed aud cashiered 
for disobedience. With the army under, the com¬ 
mand of tbe President, the lfedieals would make a 
poor show in a civil war, although they might, no 
doubt, do a great deal of mischief, limy would, 
however, be mere insurgents, mere rebels agamst 
the authority of the government; and if Prudent 
Johnson should follow the precedent set by Mr.. 
Lincoln, and suspend the habeas corpus by mere 
executive authority, the mutinous leadersmight be t 
summarily disposed of, before the rebellion had.

.113.—It is a historical axiom that revolu- 
never go backwards. Its truth has been 
ed in the great political events of this coun¬ 
try since the adjournment of Congress, and espe¬ 
cially in the recent State election. It was reason¬ 
able to suppose that the Jacobinical violence, reck¬ 
lessness and ferocity of such political .reformera as 
Ben. Butler in the East, Senator Chandler in the 
West, and Parson Brownlow in the South, would 
have a damaging effect upon then- party when 
brought to judgment before the people ; but it is 
strikingly apparent from the result of the late elec¬ 
tions in Maine that the popular mind is controlled 
by larger questions, against which the sayings and 
doings of this or that fanatical politician go for no¬ 
thing. That great body of the American people to 
which we are' indebted for the suppression of the 
most formidable rebellion in the history of man¬ 
kind, are evidently determined to have substantial 
securities for the future before they pronounce the 
good work of die restoration of the Union complete — 
that, in short, Southern reconstruction shall rest 
upon the solid foundation of the Federal Constitu¬ 
tion, regardless of the disturbing forces of Radi¬ 
cals, copperheads, rebels, ruffians or fanatics.

From the elections which have occurred since tbe 
Constitutional Amendment was adopted by Con¬ 
gress for the reconstruction of the Southern States, 
we are satisfied that that Am endment is to become 
the basis of Southern restoration—that it will 
carry and be canned by all the Northern State elec¬ 
tions yet to eome, and that with New Jersey lead¬ 
ing off it will tie ratified by them all and become 
part and parcel of the supreme law of the land. 
Nor have we any fear of the eonseqnenees. 

This amendment is the reconstruction plan and 
platform of Congress, and there is no good reason, 
we say, why it, should not have been adopted also by 
the President, inasmuch as he stands committed in 
some shape to all its provisions. It is tto t the 
platform of Thaddeus Stevens, Sumner, or any of 1 
the noisy Radicals of Congress They can do no¬ 
thing. It was. adopted against their remonstrances 

and in -spile of their threats. It embodies sub- 
stantiallly, in feel tfe® President’s original pro¬ 
gramme, and if carried in these coming October 
and November elections—as we predict it will be, 
from Massachusetts and New lork westward—we 
trust that the Administration, in deference to the 
wail of the people, will eome back to it. Why not ? 
Surely this Amendment engratted upon the Con¬ 
stitution will be amply sufficient for the restora¬ 
tion of the Union, internal peace, sectional har¬ 
mony and the security of the government and the 
Treasury for many generations to come, against all 
disturbing factions of either section.

Thk Present Atlantic Cable, so successfully 
laid, is not much different from the others which 
have been placed at tbe bottom of the Atlantic. 
The conductor is composed of seven copper wires, 
six round one, each wire separately embedded in 
Chatterton’s compound, and the whole surrounded 
by layers of gutta percha, so as to form a core one- 
half inch thick. This core is further protected by 
ten solid iron wires, each covered with five strands 
of Manila yam. the wires being laid spirally round 
the core. The total length is 1660 knots. It weighs 
38 cwt. per mile, which is almost double the weight 
of the original Atlantic cable. The new cable, 
placed by the side of that of 1865, will he found 
stronger, lighter and more flexible. These quali¬ 
ties give it an immense superiority, and enable it 
at any point to resist a strain of eight tons or its 
own weight in eleven miles of water. A corres¬ 
pondent of the Journal ^ gives the following inter¬ 
esting facts respecting submarine cables : 

Mr. Cromwell F. Varley, an eminent English 
electrician, in a letter recently published, states 
that there is no instance of a deep sea-cable that 
was perfect when laid having failed in deep water. 
The best preservative of gutta percha is sea-water. 
Failures of cables already laid, prove no deteriora¬ 
tion of the gutta percha; it has proceeded from 
imperfect joints and imperfect manufacture. The 
Dover and Calais cable, laid in 1851, is still doing 
its duty. The Malta and Alexandria line is laid in 
three sections, and the one laid in deep sea from 
Malta to Tripoli has never cost a sixpence for re¬ 
pairs. The injuries, with one exception, have all 
b#en between Bengazi and Alexandria, where the 
cable is laid in shallow water and where it has had 
to he repaired each time it has been chafed by the 
rocks. In the new Atlantic cable the shore end 
was carried successfully far out to reach into deep 
water, and we have no instance on record of a 
cable approaching to the weight of this shore end 
leaving been injured. 

Mr. Varley recommended last September that the 
rate of tariff be fixed at §5 (20s.) per word, in order 
to prevent the line from being overpowered. 

French Prisons. —The French journals have 
been very proud of boasting of the superior hu¬ 
manity of the French laws over those of every 
other nation. Some horrible prison-houses, how¬ 
ever, called the “Hells of the Bagne,” have 
recently been brought to light. Hitherto the 
public have not known of their existence. These 
Hells of the Bagne consist of a number of subter¬ 
ranean cells, hollowed out beneath the casemates 
of the fortifications of Toulon. They are j ust wide 
and long enough to contain the body of a full 
grown man, who, if above the common height, has 
not sufficient room to stretch his legs. The con¬ 
vict is chained by the leg to a ring in the vfrall; his 
hands crossed one over the other by a strong iron 

lyve above the wrist, remain in the same position 

taring the whole time of his punishment, which 
extends to one, two, or three months, according to 
the gravity of the offence. He is forced to eat, to 
sleep, and act with his hands in the identical pos¬ 
ture in which they were left by the blacksmith 
employed to rivet the doable gyve on his entrance ! 
No light is suffered to penetrate this “ Hell,” and 
only just sufficient air to prevent its miserable in¬ 
mates from being suffocated. After a month or 
two of this punishment, it seems that the man who 
has not meanwhile been conveyed either to the 
cemetery or the mad-house, is found to have grown 
tractable as any sucking dove.
